5 . ACCEPTANCE OF DETACHMENT B EMERGENCY OXYGEN SYSTEM : Cat. Burke 
reviewed Col, Beerli *s position favoring the straight emergency ays tan 
devised in Adana to the dual oxygen regulator system advanced by Lockheed, 
It appears -that the big disadvantage to the Detachment B idea is the 
requirement for the pilot to unhook and rehook his system to the 
emergency linkup, plus the fact that there 1b no shutoff s witch for the 
portable oxygen bottle. have reviewed 

both proposals and feel that the advantages of the Detachment B plan 
outweigh its dangers as an interim measure. 

The LAC system employs dual reducers, with the second reducer 
able to take over automatically at 70 pounds PSI, following ah. amber 
warning li^ht cockpit display. A red liffct then comes on at 60 pounds 
PSI, indicating the switchover has not helped. Pilot then tries normal 
system by manual switch. If this fails, green bottle is used far bail 
out or emergency descent.
